SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Art nude 02, also known as Photos\FiLH\Art nude 02, 
is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is because the computer image file presents an eroticised image of 
a naked woman. 

The publication is a computer image file of a black and white photograph. The image 
is accessed from a Jaz disk formatted for an AppleMac computer. The title is typed 
across the top of the page. The photograph presents a naked woman lying on the 
ground with her legs positioned either side of a chair leg. The image is eroticised by 
the nudity and pose of the woman. In particular the composition of the image draws 
the viewer’s attention to the woman’s breasts and pubic area. The woman’s face is not 
visible. The image has an artistic element to it. 

In view of the eroticised nature of the female nudity, the Classification Office finds that 
the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless its 
viewing is restricted to an adult audience. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) applies to this 
publication. However, by virtue of the presentation of matters of sex, the Classification 
Office considers it a reasonable limit on freedom of expression, under s5 of the NZBR 
Act, to place an age restriction on this publication. 
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
